60@DxX has indicated no plans to depart Somalia before the original scheduled 
departure date of Aug. 14. He has been most easily workable on 21290/21300; has 
appeared on CW on 21025 but the going was slow. Propagation has been poor to the 
U.S. west of the Mississippi; 60@DX's signal has been weak even on the East Coast. 
Ref. TDXB issue 49 (last week). 


BURUNDI: 9U5AC, on 14218 Thursday, July 31 at 1800, working Europeans; no USA or 
Canada got through to him. Working at a slow pace and chatting, including one Swede 
who appeared to know the operator personally. It isn'tknown if 1) he is really in 
Burundi nor 2) if the operation is licensed and/or authorized. 


JUAN FERNANDEZ! No further word since a postcard two weeks ago, from CESCN 
(ref. TDXB Issue 48, p. 2) on the proposed operation Aug. 8-15. Look for CEQ@CJA 
on 3750, 7085, 14210, 21310, and 28550. QSL to CESCJA, who is, naturally, not in 
the latest Callbook. Should have here next week. 


TONGA; A35LP, on now through Aug. 19, is Dave Gardner, K6LPL, who is concen- 
trating on CW and RTTY. QSL to K6LPL. 


HURRICANE ALLEN has just passed Jamaica as we go to press, and is called by 
weathermen the biggest of the century at this stage of its life. Health-and-welfare 
traffic may occupy a large portion of the 20 and 15 Meter phone bands if Allen turns 
out to be a killer; such operations usually take place in the General class portions 
of the bands (14280 up and 21350 up). Just a reminder. 
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N2KK DAVID SCHOEN leaves the first of October on a trip which will include 
operation from Sri Lanka in the CQ WW Phone Contest, followed by Maldives 8Q7. 
David is especially interested in 80 Meter operation, and may operate the CQ Phone 
Contest single-band 80 Meters. He is taking a pair of 80-Meter verticals with him, 
as well as a TH2 tribander. His other fairly firm plan is to operate from Djibouti 
J28 during the ARRL 10-Meter Contest (first week of December). 


ZS3LK will end SW Africa operations at the end of October, and return home to W. 
Germany early in December. He likes 7005 at 20002. 


KS5YY made almost 12,000 contacts on his recent Pacific tour, about 30 pct. on CW. 
He worked 160 countries, and made 28 QSOs on 160, 202 on 80, and 885 on 40 Meters. 
San's main complaint was the constant requests for QSL route information, after 
he had widely publicized his home address. When he got home, San had 800 cards 
in his P.O. box, even though TDXB, among others, had specifically said do NOT send 
cards until after Aug. 10. San will probably answer those 800 last. 


Also mentioned as a time-consuming business was the requests for a CW contact in 
the midst of an SSB pileup. (This is especially maddening when the station making 
the CW request has only a transceiver, calls on CW off frequency, and control of 
the pileup is lost as a result.-Ed.)

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ARRL Board of Directors Meeting, July 23-24, 1980 Highlights 


11) General Manager Baldwin's report mentioned "(our) involvement in international 
affairs is continuing on a higher level than anyone had predicted at the close of 
WARC '79." Several WARC-6pin off conferences are still to be held in the next few 
years. Baldwin concluded by stating his belief that "we need to have a clearer 
vision of the future of Amateur Radio." 


26) Director Arnold, chairman of Ad Hoc Committee on new 10 MHz band, reported. 
The Board finally decided on the following (after much discussion and some dissent): 


ARRL will petition FCC for rulemaking... 


1. 10 MHz band to be for General class and above, Al and FI transmissions 
only, 250 watts input maximum, SSB use OK in an emergency (unanimously 
adopted) 


2. 7075-7100 KHz for Extra Class only (vote 9 to 7) 


3. 14150-14175 Extra Class only 
14175-14225 Extra and Advanced Class only 
14225-14350 Extra, Advanced and General Class 


On this question, a motion was made by director Bieberman, seconded by 
director Wicker, to amend the segments to 14175-200 (Extra), 14200-250 
(Advanced) and 14250-350(General). This Proposal was defeated, with 
directors Bieberman, Grauer, Powell and Sullivan voting for it, all others 
opposed. 


69) Guidelines for incoming QSL bureaus will be changed to recommend they hold cards 
for those not having envelopes on file for only ninety days, instead of one year. 


76) "On motion of Mr. Sullivan, unanimously VOTED that the General Manager encourage 
the membership to indicate to foreign amateurs their true intention or desire to 
send or receive QSL cards." 


77) The following resolution was unanimously adopted: (edited) The Board extends 
to each volunteer QSL bureau worker a hearty thanks and well done. (seconded - Ed) 


JOHN HUNTOON, W1RW 


At the Board meeting, KILLU was elected Treasurer of the League, replacing John 
Huntoon, who had served as treasurer since retiring as General Manager in 1975. 
Huntoon had served amateur radio as a League employee since 1933, when he showed 
up fresh from the ninth call area. I believe this length of service is the greatest 
of any licensed amateur who has worked at the headquarters. John Huntoon remained 
steadfast through such nonsense as being sued by W9IWNV over DXCC matters. He was 
always The Boss...about that there was no question, and his decisions were 
respected by those who worked for him. This editor cannot think of another individual 
who gave so much of himself in the service of amateur radio. Thank you, John Huntoon,
